ME: ANTHONY EDEN, British Foreign Secretary, made his

Mr. Eden said that when he visited 
Moscow seven years ago the clouds of 
war were beginning to gather on the 
distant horizon. ‘‘That was why J was 
in Moscow,” he said. “I believed 
then, as I believe now, that there was 
no real conflict of interest between the 
Soviet Union and this country. We 
both wished to maintain the peace. We 
lost that peace, but we are determined 
not to lose this war or the peace that 
will follow it.’’ 

Mr. Eden said that a detachment of 
Russian soldiers met him when he 
arrived. They were a grand type of 
man, dressed in their warm sheepskin 
coats, a much more practical uniform 
than the ersatz clothing and the sweep- 
ings of Goebbel’s jumble sale in which 
Hitler's armies have to retreat through 
the Russian snows.” 

They travelled to Moscow by train, 
and one stretch oi the journey was over 
a section of the railway which Goebbels 
had often claimed had been cut by 
enemy action. “‘I can tell you from 
practical experience that Goebbels is 
wrong. The railway is intact, un- 
damaged, and working smoothly and 
well. An occasional stop: gave us a. 
chance to stretch our legs and to freeze 
our moustaches in a temperature of 58 
degrees of frost. To keep an engine 
running in such .a temperature is a 

roblem all to itself. To keep a human 

y alive, if you do not know just 
how to set about it, is not too easy 
either. 


THE TALKS 


“Our talks with M. Stalin and M. 
Molotov went further than ‘any political 
or military discussions that have taken 
place at any time 
countries since the last war. 

“When our communiqué speaks of 
our identity of views on all questions 
relating to the conduct of the war, 
those words are not mere diplomatic | 
jargon, they tell you the literal and 


~ absolute truth. I have no doubt in my 


mind that this part of our work alone 
would have more than justified the 
journey. But, Ea I attach as 
much importance to the discussions 
which we had upon the organisation of 
peace and security after the war. We 
talked over what must be done to pre- 
vent any German aggression in the 
future; the conditions of the peace, 
and the machinery for keeping it. 
Obviously the Soviet Government and 
ourselves alone could take no final de- 
cisions. Intimate consultation with 
the Governments of the Dominions, 
with the United States and with our 
other Allies, will be necessary in the 
months that lie ahead. We must move 
forward together, but it is all to the

‘“Wherever I went in Russia I found 
the note was one of confidence and 
resolution—not a confidence based on 
any light-hearted under-estimate of the 
enemy. The Russians know very well 
how formidable is the German military 
machine, but they believe that they 
have now the measure ot their foe. 
They are determined that he shall 
pay to the uttermost for the destruc- 
tion of the towns and the villages, the 
farms and the factories of the Soviet 
Union. 


RUSSIAN UNITY 


“The method Hitler chóse for his 
attack gave him, no doubt, valuable 
military advantages to begin with, but 
politically it was stark lunacy. Hitler 
united all Russia by that one act. He 
made the war a crusade—a crusade to 
rid the Soviet Union of the last 
German. In all the territory that 
Hitler has overrun there is not one 
Russian Quisling. Now the tide has 
turned. Russian counter-attacks have 
developed: into counter-offensives. The 
Germans now wil) have to beat. the 
bitterness and cruelty of the Russian 
winter. Whatever lies Hitler may tell, 
his armies were not cows for that, 
The spirit of these Rucsian troops 1s 
magnificent. Their moral is higher 
than ever. They are striking at the 
retreating Germans without mercy and 
without respite. I saw a little of this 
myself. 

“We drove along the Moscow- 
Lenina te to Klin are ape ni 
beyond. ere were plenty oí signs o 
fighting by the Seis gieall top 
trees, derelict guns and shattered 
? - We saw someti too-of the’ 
scorched-carth policy. ost of the 
houses in these parts are built of wood, 
the chimneys only being of brick, so 
that, when the houses have been burnt, 
gaunt brick fingers point solitary to 
the sky. Scorched earth in a frozen 
land. The effect is even more awful 
than total destruction would be. 


ILL-CLAD PRISONERS 


‘The German Army has been driven 
back fast and far. We reached Klin at 
noon on a Friday. On the Monday 
fighting had still being going on in the 
town, and though we drove grey 
six or seven miles beyond it, I don’t 
think that we were at any time within 
twenty miles of the nearest Germans. 
Hitler has always liked a war of move- 
ment. He is getting it now. We saw 
what had oviendy been the scene of 
pretty tough fighting some few miles 
north of Klin. Russian and German 
tanks were knocked out by the road- 
side. In a ditch were frozen Germans 
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General Sir Archibald Wavell. 


small group of German prisoners who 
had been captured the day before. I 
talked to some of them myself. They 
were young, not much more than boys, 
although three of them were N.C.O.’s, 
ill-clad and suffering bitterly from the 
cold. They were not a bit like the 
soldiers of a victorious army. The 
were just half-a-dozen more of Hitler's 
unhappy victims. I had a look at their 
clothing and they were quite ready to 
talk about it. Their overcoats were 
thinner and lighter than the service 
overcoats worn by British troops in 
this country. 

“The tunics were too thin and of 

r material. The boots were an 
imitation of the Russian top-boot, but 
not so stout or so warm. Even the 
tunic buttons were cheap and shoddy, 
and the whole turn-out had an 
ersatz appearance. They had no 
gloves and only thin cardigans, and 
they kept trying to pull the sleeves 
down over their frozen fingers. T asked 
whether their clothing was typical of 
that issued to the German Army on 
the Russian front. They said that it 
was, and, from what I heard later, I 
am sure they were telling the truth. 
But there is one exception I must 
make. Hitler’s. own personal 8.8. 
troops are privileged and have dis- 
tinctly better equipment, 


RUSSIAN OUTPUT 


*‘Remember that the worst of the 
Russian winter has still to come. You 
will understand, then, that there is 
reason for this Russian confidence. 
Reason, indeed, for anxious, heavy 
hearts in Germany. The output of 
tanks and aeroplanes was, of course, 
affected by the first rush of the Ger- 
man advance, but the figures of Rus- 
sian output are now climbing again to 
an extent which istounded me, Our 
help, too, I am glad to say, is coming 
along steadily. The outpus of British 
and American factories is being put to 
splendid use on the Russian battle- 
fields. 

“The experience of my visit, the 
talks that I had with Mr. Stalin and 
Mr. Molotov, have convinced me that 
closer political collaboration between 
us can, and will, be realised. We can- 
not ignore the (“fficulties. We have 
to get rid of a legacy of suspicion on 
both sides. There is the contrast in 
forms of Government, but I will never 
What matters in foreign affairs is not 
the form of international government 
of any nation, but its international be- 
haviour. 


WINNING THE WAR 


“ The trouble with Hitler, for in- 
stance, was not that he was a Nazi at 
home. The trouble with him was that 
he would nat stay at home. He. was, 
and is, a ruthless aggressor and an 
insatiable aggressor, with an insati- 
able appetite for world dominion. He 
cannot tolerate free and independent 
nations, and no free national will be 
seeure as long as he lives and the 
German military power is unbroken. 

“Contrast this with -Russia’s atti- 
tude and our own. The Soviet Union 
is determined upon the utter defeat of 
Germany, so are we. The Soviet 
Union is determined to do all that is 
in its power to ensure that Germany 
cannot launch further wars upon the 
world; so are we, Out of the untold 
human suffering of the present war 
the Soviet Union wishes to gain a last- 
ing peace for all its peoples; so do we. 
For these common objects we must 
work together to win the war and to 
win the peace. With the experience 
of our Moscow talks fresh in my 
mind, I am convinced that 
both.”

UNIFIED COMMAND 
IN FAR EAST 


GENERAL WAVELL IS 
SUPREME CHIEF 


G ENERAL Sir Archibald 

Wavell is to have supreme 
land, sea and air command 
the Allied forces in the South- 
West Pacific area, according to 
a joint announcement by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
accepted Supreme Command in the 
Chinese theatre, and General Wavell 
will have two Americans as his right- 
hand men—Major-General G. H. Brett, 
Chief of the U.S. Army Air Corps, as 
Deputy Supreme Commander, @nd Admiral 
Hart, apm the U.S. Asiatic 
Fleet, in Command of the naval forces. 
The south-west. Pacific area named in 
the announcement is authoritatively 
stated in Washington to inclade the 
general region of Singapore, Malaya, 
the Dutch East Indies and the Philip- 
pines. : 


U.S. DEPUTY CHIEF 


The text of the announcement was: 
“As a result of proposals put forward 
by the Unit States and British 
Chiefs of Staff, and of their recom- 
mendations to President Roosevelt and 
to ihe Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, 
it is announced that with the concur- 
rence of the Netherlands Government 
and the Dominion Governments con- 
cerned, the system of a unified com- 
mand will be established in the south- 
west Pacific area. All the forces in 
this area — sea, land and air — will 
operate under one supreme com- 
mander. At the suggestion of the 
President, in which concerned 
have agreed, General Sir A. Wavell 
has been appointed to this ‘command. 
Major-General George H. Brett, Chief 
of the Air Corps of the United States 
Army, will 


General Wavell, Admiral Thomas C. 
Hart, of the United States Navy, will 
assume command of all the naval forces 
in the area, General Sir Henry 
Pownall will be Chief of Staff to General 
Wavell. 

“ At the same time His Excellency 
the Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek has 
a the supreme command over 
all land and air forces of the united 
nations which are now, or may in 
future be, operating in the Chinese 
theatre, including, initially, such por- 
tions of Indo-China and Thailand as 
may become available to troops of the 
united nations. United States and 
British esentatives will serve on his 
joint headquarters planning staff. 

“The inclusion of Indo-China and 

Thailand as part of the China theatre 
is Vv welcome,” says Reuter, “‘ as 
this gives a hint that offensive action 
against Japanese bases in these parts 
may be expected one day.” 
W DELHI, Sunday.—** The situa- 
tion may become worse until the tide 
turns, but turn it will with inexorable 
strength when the time comes,” said 
General Wavell at a farewell Press 
Conference here to-day. General Wavell 
added :—“ I would like to take this 
opportunity to convey to the people of

I. P. de Villiers, G.O.C., Second South 
African Division, at the back of a 
Staff car at 10 o'clock on Friday 
morning while the latter dictated terms 
for the surrender of the fortress. 
Under an escort the German Com- 
mander then returned to his quarters 
to prepare for his departure to the 
British lines as a prisoner. The parley, 
which had been arranged by two 
German officers who had earlier driven 
through the British Nimes, followed en 
assault by South African and other 
Allied forces lasting sixty hours. 

The Axis resistance collapsed at 7.30 
on Friday. morning, when the Germans 
and Italians waved white ‘flags at 
British advancing tanks and infantry. 
During the night they had dealt she 
Axis the final blow in a moonlight 
battle, fought in some of the coldest 
weather yet experienced by the troo 
in the Middle-East. The climax of t 
battle came shortly after midnight, 
when British forces had reached all 
their objectives. The tanks and 
infantry spent the remainder of the 
night mopping up smaller defensive 
positions. In small parties the infantry 
combed out every ravine and gulley for 
“pockets” of the Axis. During the 
early hours the sky was lit by hu 
fires and an occasional gigantic Fe 
When day broke a huge pall of smoke 
hung. over the fortress area, as 
stores, 


destroyed. 


RUIN ON ALL SIDES 


After all resistance had ended the 
British troops found indescribable de- 
struction. From every rose 
clouds of black smoke from ce 
vehicles sent 'crashing to the bottom. 
The town itself was completely in 
ruins with hardly a wall or building 
not blown open. The road to Bardia 
was pitted with deep shell holes, and, 
in the harbour, masts of several ships 
—one of them had been sunk by the 
British artillery—could be seen. There 
was evidence on every hand of the 
deadliness of British artillery fire and 

Shattered guns, 
capsi and burnt-out vehicles and 
pillboxes torn o showe ' the terrific 
pounding which the de.enders had

According to a British communiqué 
the convoy consisted of more than 30 
merchant ships, with Vice-Admiral 
Raymond Fitzmaurice, K.B.E., D.S.0O., 
as Commodore. The Senior Officer of 
the convoy escorts was Commander F. 
J. Walker, R.N., in H.M.S. Stork, 

The attack on the convoy developed 
on December 17, and before noon on 
that day the first U-boat was sunk.

TWO — WARSHIPS 
SUNK 


ALEXANDRIA, Sunday. — Behind 
the British Admiralty announcement of 
the loss of the cruiser Neptune and the 
destroyer Kandahar lies the story of the 
sterling bravery of the commander of 
another unnamed British warship, says 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent’ with 
the Eastern Mediterranean Fleet. 

The Neptune was performing certain 
operations close inshore in the Mediter- 
ranean when she ran into a thick mine- 
field, and blew up and sank-in a matter 
of seconds. The Kandahar, which was 
cruising nearby, immediately went to 
the rescue, and herself ran on the mine- 
field, one of the mines damaging her 
and making her unnavigable. 

For hours the Kandahar helplessly 
drifted, unable to make seaway. Air- 
craft flew overhead but did not attempt 
to attack. Meanwhile signals of the 
Kandshar’s plight were flashed across 
the Mediterranean, and, despite the 
terrible weather conditions in ice-cold 
seas and a raging wind, a British 
destroyer sped off to her rescue. 

As the senior British naval officer 
told me to-day :—‘‘ The commander of 
this destroyer and the crew showed out-

Furthermore, the destroyer attempted 
to take the Kandahar in tow, but after 
a struggle lasting several hours the 
attempts to save the ship were aban- 
doned and they were forced to sink 
her.

BERLIN, Sunday.—To-day’s Finnish 
war communiqué states:—‘‘ Eastern 
Front—In the southern sector the 
enemy yesterday made several attacks, 
all of which were repulsed, the enemy 
suffering heavy losses. More than 600 
Soviets were killed, four enemy tanks 
were destroyed and one put out of 
action. ‘The number of Finnish troops 
killed and wounded was only very 
slight. 


BERLIN CLAIMS 


LONDON, Sunday.—On the Eastern 
front the Soviets continued to attack 
the German line with strong forces, and 
succeeded in breaking through at one 
point, says the German Radio. The 
attack was repulsed with the loss at 
one’ point of more than 200 dead. On 
the Leningrad front Soviet attacks on 
an infantry division were also repulsed.

(3) Recogni- 
tion of India’s right to direct repre- 
sentation in the Imperial War Cabinet 
—if one is established—in all Allied 
War Councils and at the Peace Con- 
ference. (4) Consultation with the 
National Government on the same foot 
ing as the Dominions’ Governments.— 
(Associated Press.)
